THE “BEDFORD” DISASTER, .., 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. . 
From the. Nagasaki’ Press we learn the 
following dotsils_ of the. wreck of H.M.8. 
Bedford :—-. - : : 
_._ News of tho disaster was broughtto Negasaki 
by the oraisor Kent, which arrived hore ow | 
Sunday evening at ‘seven o'clook (August 2ist). 
Tho Minotaur (fagehip), with Vico-Admiral 
Bir Alfred W insloe'on beard, and the Bedferd, 
‘Keni and Momouth lett Wei-hai-wel on Satur- 
day morning for Nagasaki. During the voyag - 
the Bedford was making .a speed tris 
steaming at 19 knots, and at 4 am. on 
Sunday morning ran on the Samarang 
Rook, nesr Quelpart. Island, off the South of 
Kores. From what wo can gather, it appears 
that the vessel's bottom plates were’ torn open 
by the force of the impact, resulting in the 
stokeholds boing flooded and the loss of life, the 
water filling the holds before the men conld 
make their escape... The other ships stood by 
and the mrviving officers and men were prompt- 
iy transferred to them. The Kent was then 
ordered to procesd. to Nagasaki to establish, 
communication with the British Admiralty, 
while tho Minofaur sod Monmouth remained 
by the wreck. ans 
: The Kent is iu constant touch with {he flsg- 
ship by means of wireless telegraphy, and . we 
understand tha messages received while in port 
emphasise the sorioumess of the damage sustain- 
by the Bedford and give little hope that the 
vessel, will be roflosted.

THE EMPIRE'S NEEDS. 


_ MR, HALFOUR'S PLEA FOR COLONIAL 
PREFERERCE. ‘ 


In view of the Colonial Conf: eat yoor, 
Mr, Balfour lust month raised a discussion on 
Colonial Preference in the Honse.of Commons. 

The Gallery representative of tho Daily 
-Graph“o-writea-ns follawa:— : 

It is long since anything was heard of Colonial 
Preference in the House of Commons, To-day, 
however, it was the subject of a debate which at} 
tithes was lively. Mr. Balfour, who raised the 
question on the second reading of the Appro- 
priation Bill, restricted himsolf to the limits of 
the question, but Mr, Asquith osrried the matter’ 
farther and virorously attacked Tariff Reform. 

Mr. Balfour desired the Houso to take into its 
most sorions consideration the’ present position 
of this country in relation to the whole problem 
of Colonial Preference. As far back as 1843 an 
appeal wes mado ‘by Canada for some fiscal 
arrangement between the Dominion and the 
Mother Country. ‘That. expression of opinion 
had been consistently ropeated by overy Colonial 
statesman of worth ‘since. All had apokon with 
one voice; all had pressed on the Mother 
Country one poling pnd the Mother Country 
alone had stood in the way of that policy boing 
carried'out. ne 

The views of those great Colonial atstesmen 
were not merely commercial, They had in view 
the idea of Empire. The majority of the 
Cabinot of 1903 (Lord Ritchie, then. Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer, was ontirely opposed to it) 
would have established Preference with Canada 
and other Colonies, but:at that time publio 
opinion was not sufficiently matured for a divid- 
od Cabinet to take that great and-uovel step. 

In 1906 renewed expression was given fo the 
Colonial sppeal for Preference without result, 
although it was admitted that the unreciprocal 

referenca which Canada gave to this country 
Fad boun of grost advantage to. us. Tho t 
was that Canada had to deal sg an isolated anit 
mith a the great commercial countries of the 
world. i 

Thet policy of negotiation. must orpand. 
What Canada did to-day, Australis and the Caps 
would have to do. e (Mr, Balfour) looked 
forward with absolute certainty to seeing the 
advantages of Preference which we now enjoyed 
whittled away ontil the most-favoured-nation 
clause became the shadow of a shade, and finally 
vanished altogether away. - 

It was impossible we could goon in the days 
when we had an easy primacy, and see market 
after market taken from us, without our being 
rina to. striko a diplomatic blow.in our own de- 

ene, 

-His complaint sgainst the Government was | 
that, apart from encouraging a policy which 
would tend to make each separate pe of the 
Empire considor itself-a part of the Empire, 
they had discouraged the great policy of Prefer- 
ence. That policy .ourht to become, and = 
still become, the common property of all Britis 
statesman as it was of all. Colonial statesmen

By not encouraging: that policy were 
workoning and risking their great trading and 
commercial interests. If it was not adopted,

They are not a bit afraid, and stand round the 
camp palisade in hundreds watching us at work. 

” Of the tragic death of Mr. Stalker, ono of the 
explorers sends the following account : : 

Onur first disaster has taken place, “Wilfred 
Stalker, thecollector who joined-us at Amboina, 
left camp ot two o'clock in tho afternoon to’ do 
slittleshooting. Unfortunntely, he went entiro- 
y alone. The usual pouring rain came on at 

fourp.m. As darkness fell he failed to appear; 
nothing could be done during the black, dark 
night.. The “next morning relief parties of 
Gurkhas, Jspanese troops, aud natives séarched 
the -dense jungle for miles, Nota sign of him 
anywhere, and it was not until two. days later 
that his body was discovered in a creek by some 
natives and brought to camp. Without doubt 
| he hod. lost himself, and then had become deli- 
rious with fever.or gone mad, for he had no gun, 
hat, or belt. His coat was hanging by one erm, 
his tronsera gone, and-hehad only one boot. He 
had probably been rushing through the under- 
wth, for his face was dreadfully torn ard his 
ly. covered with scratches. Poor fellow, to 
Jose his life within ona week of landing ! 
THE MOUNTAIN DWARFS. 

The firat meeting with the new race of moun- 
tain dwarfs by Captain Rawling is described ‘as 
follows: ss R 

' Captain Rawling was making a short trip into 

the mountains. While proceeding with his 

Papuans the leading man gave a yell and dashed 

ahead. There were visions of pig, but the 

quarry turned out to be two hill-men, who, after 

a long chase through the jangle, ware caught. 

They were dreadfully frightened; but their faces 

assumed a more or less calm expression when 
| their bags and spears had been returned to them 

and they Were presented with some beads. 
Captain Rewling then offered them a cigarette, 
but nothing would ‘induce them to smoke it. 
| Doubtless they. thought it'was poisoned, .Thoy 
cwere naked, except for a grass helmet, a bex, 
sad a.tiny strip round the waist. They were 
5€.

A few days after, when entering the hills, 
Captain Bawling spotted two more fording the 
river below and @ quarter ofa mile away.
